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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it has not been presented on a 
separate sheet, currently it is the cover page of the PCT application. Correction is required. See 
MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "the passenger detecting device" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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5. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Masato 
USP 7,404,476. 

See the attached marked up drawing figure 1 of Masato (drawing is the WO 2005/035426 
figure 1 of the USP 7,404,476. 

7. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kamschal et al. USP 5,613,759 (See figure 1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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9. Claims 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Masato USP 7,404,476. 

Masato teaches the claimed invention as outlined above except for some minor design 
issues. These issues regard the shape of and design of the end deck cover and the position of the 
passenger detecting device. Masato's device varies on these features, merely, in shape and 
location. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice as to the shape of a particular 
element or the location of such an element based on the particular features at hand of that 
particular invention. The mere placement or shape of the end cap or the passenger detecting 
device does not provide a patentable departure over the device of Masato. 

Conclusion
